Recovered. 


Denver, March 30.—A Republican 
Bpeeial from H anna, Wyo., says: 
A carefully prepared list of the m iss­ 
ing as a result of the two explosions 
in mine No. I of the Union Pacific 
Coal 
company, 
contains 
fifty-eight 
names, and of this num ber five dead ! 
bodies have been recovered. 
Before 
further attem pt at rescuing the dead 
can bo made tho fire in the tenth 
level, which was the direct cause of 
the two explosions, m ust be extin­ 
guished. 
Work to this end consumed 
an entire day, efforts being directed 
especially to closing the west slope, 
which it is hoped 
will eventually 
sm other 
the 
raging 
flames. 
The 
known dead are: 
Robert W arburton, P eter Munson 
Alexander Tennant, Matt H uhtala and 
Benjamin Perry. 
It was while Superintendent Briggs 
and eighteen companions were fight­ 
ing tho fire at the tenth level that the 
first explosion of gas occurred. 
But 
one man is known to have escaped 
death who was w ith this party. 
This 
was Charles H arris, colored. 
After 
going to his home to notify his family 
of his escape, H arris returned to the 
m ine with the rescuing party orga­ 
nized by State Mine Inspector Elias 
to recover the bodies of the unfortu­ 
nates who 


Mot Death From the First Explosion. 


The name of H arris appears in 1 
the list of m issing resulting from the 
second explosion. 
According to the 
story of Alfred Campbell, who reached 
the entrance to the mine with the ! 
bodies of 
W arburton, 
Munson and * 
Perry, killed in the first explosion and 
thereby ©sopped death himself, In­ 
spector Elias scattered the members 
of the rescue party through the en­ 
trance for a distance of 1,500 feet, re 
moving wreckage and making tempo­ 
rary repairs of dam age caused by the 
first explosion. 
The fire at the tenth 
level was raging furiously and Inspec 
tor Elias and several others with him 
discussed the wisdom of bratticing No. 
8 entrance. 
It was decided that this 
would be suicidal, as the gas would 
be forced back onto the fire at the 
tenth level and would probably cause 
an explosion more terrible than the 
one which had already snuffed out the 
lives of nearly a score of their com­ 
rades. 
The party continued to work 
their way slowly toward the fire, aban­ 
doning the idea of closing No. 8 en­ 
trance way. 
It is thought, however, that some of 
the stragglers in the rear, struck with 
the. same idea of cutting off the spread 


of the gas by closing the entrance, im­ 
mediately put the plan into effect, 
with the result as reasoned out by In­ 
spector Elias and his im m ediate fol­ 
lowers. 
But be that as It may, the 
second 
explosion 
occurred 
and 
al­ 
though it is known practically that 
fifty-eight persons met death In the 
two explosions, preparations are being 
made to care for more than this num­ 
ber of dead bodies should it become 
necessary. 
Already 
seventy 
coffins 
have been delivered here and it may 
become necessary to use all of them. 


Party Made Up Hurriedly. 


The reason that no definite estim ate 
of the num ber in the mine when the 
second 
explosion 
occurred 
can 
be 
made is that the rescue party was 
m ade up hurriedly and many who 
w ent into the mine entered after the 
first regularly organized squad had 
been Inside the mine several minutes. 
It is known that a dozen or m ore of 
the rescuers were sent back to the 
surface to get supplies .and tools with 
which to work. 
Campbell rem em bers 
that this order was given and believes 
th at the men started on th eir errand. 
He does not recall who they were and 
is not sure that they ever reached th e 
outside. 
If so, they perhaps had not had tim e 
to re enter the mine, and therefore es­ 
caped. These confusing circum stances 
m ake it difficult to approxim ate the 
num ber of men in the mine when the 
second and more death-dealing explo­ 
sion occurred. 
The bodies of Alexander T ennant 
and Matt Huhtala were found lying on 
the prairie some distance from the 
entrance to the east slope. 
T ennant’s 
head and one arm were blown off. The 
dismembered arm was found on the 
prairie quite a distance from where 
| the rest of the body was picked up, 
and the head has not been found. This 
evidence of the terrific force accom­ 
panying the second explosion makes 
certain that none can possible have 
lived through it. and if so, the deadly 
gases that spread throughout the mine 
quickly asphyxiated them. 
That no one hesitated in responding 
to the call for volunteers in the res­ 
cue of their fellow workers after the 
first explosion is shown in the fact 
that not a working official of the three 
mines of the Union Pacific Coal com­ 
pany in this camp is left. 
All were 
In 
the mine seeking to aid their 
■tricken friends when the second ex­ 
plosion transform ed mine No. I into 
rn shambles. 
A further evidence that the lead­ 
ers of the men of the camp were 
there is shown in the fact that every 


official m em ber of the local lodge of 
the United Mine W orkers of Am erica 
is missing, supposedly dead in the 
mine. 
This disaster brings the num ber of 
victims of the explosions in mine No. 
I during the twenty years of its opera­ 
tion to the neighborhood of 300. 
The 
greater previous loss of life occurred 
on June 30, 1803, when 168 men fell 
victims to deadly gas.

Babes Yearly. 


LIFE PREDESTINED BY NAME 


In fan ts W ill Receive New Cognom ens 
and Be Put to W ork E arly at Rent* 
selaer F a lls— To Rear Large Fam ily 
on V ibrato ry and Color Principles. 


To im tiro ve the human race Mrs. F. 
F. Wieiand is planning to adopt sixty 
children a year for ten years. 
She, 
with her husbaud. Jobu C. Wieiand of 
Rensselaer Falls, N. Y., and Benja 
min Franklin of New York city, has 
incorporated the Commonwealth under 
the laws of the state of New York. 
Eight acres of land, a bouse, a mill 
and a stream, with sufficient water 
power to light a town, are In the pos 
session of the corporation at Rensse­ 
laer Falls. 
Here the adopted children* 
are to be “trained to right mental, 
physical and manual effort as a prac­ 
tical demonstration of the laws of vi 
bration.” 
Mrs. Wieiand gave an enthusiastic 
exposition of her theories, prospects 
and hopes at the Sign of the Green 
Teapot, in New York, the other after 
noon. 
Names, numbers aud colors are 
fundamental principles in her plan 
She wore a surplice of pale blue, be­ 
cause that is her color. 
Some pam­ 
phlets which she had printed had fail­ 
ed in efficiency because they were yel­ 
low and red, inharmonious colors for 
her. 
All the sixty children who are to be 
adopted are to have new names. Mrs. 
Wieiand prefers to get possession of 
babies, the younger the better. 
With 
her system , she said, it would be just 
as easy to manage twelve as one 
Mothers gasped at this, but Mrs. Wie­ 
iand insisted that a comprehension of 
the laws of vibration and mental sci­ 
ence reduced work to the vanishing 
point. 
It is proposed later to have mothers 
as well as infants in the Common 
wealth, so that they may be properly 
instructed in the duties of motherhood 
Mrs. Wieiand is her own nurse and 
physician and files the birth certificates 
herself. 
She displayed 
four certiti 
cates to prove her case. 
Her children 
begin to work as soon as they can 
walk, and that principle followed with 
sixty babies would prove quite profita 
hie. 
One of her children, she related 
carried wood into the house and ar 
ranged it neatly in rows at the age o! 
eighteen months. 
At the age of two 
and a half years the children begin 
gardening. 
When they are five and 
six years old they raise corn, two ear 
being shown as a part of the crop 
raised by children of that age. 
The first of the sixty has already 
been adopted. 
She is a Russian Jew 
three months old, and has not yet beta 
named, because it is necessary to go: 
the date of her birth from Couvernt in 
hospital before the right name can tx 
selected. 
Mrs. Aso-Neitcb W. Cochran, who 
gives “character readings in vibration 
through name and birth number, with 
color 
and 
keynote,” 
explained 
that 
there are so many failures in life be 
cause persons are handicapped by be­ 
ing badly named. 
Given the date of 
birth, Mrs. Cochran will mathematic­ 
ally 
reckon the correct 
name one 
should bear. 
Children are often irritable and even 
ill because their mothers deck them 
out in frocks and hair ribbons of the 
wrong color. 
It is as essential to dis­ 
cover the proper color as the correct 
name for each individual. 
All of that 
will be worked out carefully in the 
Commonwealth.

Regarded In Maryland at Her MQrand 
Old Man”— Had Held Nearly Every 
Political Office In Hie 8tate— Made 
a Virtue of Punctuality. 


Good manneni. an Inbred courtesy 
and the high deportment of what we 
•re pleased to call the “old school” 
were the striking qualities of William 
Pinkney Whyte, junior senator from 
Maryland, who died a few days ago. 
A senate employee whose service in 
the capitol covers more than forty 
years said that with the possible ex­ 
ception of Senator Walthall of Missis­ 
sippi be had never known a more cour­ 
teous man in public life than the late 
senator from Maryland. 
This charac­ 
terization of Senator Whyte Is accurate, 
says a Washington correspondent of 
the New York Post, for both among his 
colleagues and the senate employees he 
w as regarded as one of the most kindly 
and sweet tempered men. 
Few men had a more varied experi­ 
ence in the hurly hurly of American 
politics than Mr. Whyte. 
His father 
W’as oue of the United Irishmen who 
carried pikes in the memorable affrays 
of 1798. His maternal grandfather was 
William Pinkney of Maryland, who 
died while United States senator from 
that state in 1822. 
It was under the 
tutelage of M. R. McNally, who had 
been a secretary to the first Napoleon, 
that Senator Whyte was educated. The 
deceased senator at various times held 
nearly every important political office 
under the government of his state. 
His colleague, Senator Rayner, was not 
inaccurate w’hen in announcing the 
death of Senator Whyte to the senate 
he said: “He was the best known and 
most beloved of all the sons of Mary­ 
land. 
In truth, he was ‘the grand old 
man’ of Maryland.” 
When Senator Whyte was sworn In 
as United States senator two years ago 
he did not find among his colleagues a 
single senator who had been associat­ 
ed with him w’hen he first entered the 
senate in 1809. The Maryland senator 
was of the old school of statesmen, for 
he was associated as senator with Oli­ 
ver P. Morton, Benjamin Wade, John

Albany, N. Y., March 30.—Governor 
Hughes has announced that he had de­ 
nied the application for a reprieve for 
Chester Gillette, and no act of the gov­ 
ernor that can now be foreseen will j 
interfere with Gillette’s execution at | 
Auburn prison for the murder of his I 
sweetheart, Grace, or ‘‘Billy” Brown, I 
of South Otselic, Chenango county, at 
Big Moose lake, in the Adirondacks, 
on July ll, 1906. 
The governor dismissed the theory 
based on the alleged new evidence 
presented by John H. Dugan of Al­ 
bany, who appeared for the Gillette 
family before the governor, as "wholly 
untenable,” and declared that “if rea­ 
son is to be our guide and all the es­ 
tablished facts are taken into consid­ 
eration there is no escape from the 
conclusion that a brutal murder was 
committed and that the conviction wa® 
Just.”

Robbery Supposed to Be Motive of the 
Crime. 
Wheeling, W. Va., March 30.—The 
bodies of Engelo and Tony Selvestire 
and Bernardo Dagannon were found 
each with a bullet hole in the breast 
•t Miller’s Station in Jefferson coun­ 
ty, Ohio, across the river from here 
under circumstances which disclose 
a triple murder. 
The SII vest ire brothers were found 
In a shanty in which they lived and 
Dagannon In a field half a mile away, 
where he had died as he tried to 
climb a fence. 
The object of the 
murder was evidently robbery. Rocky 
George, a companion, has not been 
seen since the bodies were found and 
officers have started a search for bim 


years immediately following the civil 
war. 
His return to the senate after an ab­ 
sence of twenty-five years is unparal­ 
leled in the political history of the 
country. 
“I was a Democratic sen­ 
ator,” he told one of his colleagues 
recently, “when all the Democrats of 
the senate could be gathered together 
under a single umbrella.” 
Notwithstanding his advanced age 
the Maryland senator was more atten­ 
tive to his senatorial duties than many 
of his younger colleagues. 
Frequently 
he was the only member of the senate 
who was present when the gavel fell 
and the senate was called to order, 
and this notwithstanding that his home 
was in Baltimore and he made the 
Journey to and from Washington ev­ 
ery day. 
He made a virtue of punc­ 
tuality and was rarely behind time 
either at his office or elsewhere. 
Au interesting Incident of the swear­ 
ing iii of Senator Whyte two years 
ago was the presentation to him of a 
note which he had scribbled In 1869 to 
W. J. McDonald, chief clerk of the 
senate. 
Mr. McDonald was succeeded 
as chief clerk by his son, who was on 
hand to welcome back the old senator 
who w’as so well acquainted with his 
father. 
The following excerpt from 
the diary of the elder McDonald ex­ 
plains the scribbled note, which was re­ 
turned to its author after nearly forty 
years: 
Jan. 13, 1869.—This was handed to me 
by one of the senate pages and evidently 
came from the facetious and most gen­ 
tlemanly Senator Whyte of Maryland. 
I 
Immediately laid It before the presiding 
officer (Judge Wade), who incontinently 
looked in the right direction. 
W. J. M’D. 
If Mr. Sherman should get up the rail­ 
road bill, don’t forget to tell the presid­ 
ing elder to look at the goats on this side 
of the synagogue. 
Senator Whyte wanted the floor for a 
bill, and that’s the way he asked me to 
get it for him. 
W. J. M’D. 
In his younger days Senator Whyte 
was an orator of great ability and 
power. 
Charles N. Richards, who Is 
now the oldest senate employee, recall­ 
ed a speech that Mr. Whyte made 
some thirty-five years ago. 
When the 
Democrats gained control of the senate 
in the early seventies the distribution 
of patronage was discussed in a party 
caucus. 
There were several candi­ 
dates for Mr. Richards’ place. Senator 
Whyte protested against his removal. 
In a dramatic speech he told how 
Richards had gone to the front with a 
Massachusetts regiment and had been 
shot to pieces in the battle at Antie- 
tam. 
Senator Whyte’s plea touched 
his Democratic colleagues, and they 
voted to retain Richards In the station­ 
ery departm ent 
Richards was badly wounded at An- 
tietam, but Senator Whyte’s descrip­ 
tion of his wounds wras so graphic that 
several senators called at the station­ 
ery room to see the prodigy who was 
able to live and breathe notwithstand­ 
ing the fact he had been struck by a 
dozen cannon balls. They found Rich­ 
ards hale and hearty. Afterward Sen­ 
ator Whyte admitted that he might 
have exaggerated somewhat In telling 
of Richards’ condition, but said he 
could be pardoned, as he had succeeded 
In retaining the services of a man 
whose only offense was that he had 
been appointed on the recommendation 
of Charles Sumner. 


One blow was struck at the man’s 
face with some sharp instrument, evi­ 
dently a hatchet, which broke the jaw­ 
bone. 
From the dead man’s pockets, 
keys were removed and the safes ran­ 
sacked. 
Then the keys were put back 
Into Bailey’s overcoat, the coat folded 
and put in his grip, where It was 
found later. 
Two theories are held by the offi­ 
cers. 
One is that the robbers entered 
the car unobserved at Emporia, Strong 
City or some other point along the 
line, and concealed themselves until 
a favorable opportunity to commit the 
robbery occurred, and the other Is 
that Bailey admitted somebody he 
knew and considered a friend. 
When the train slowed down at the 
Missouri Pacific crossing in the east 
part of Newton, two men were seen

“Exchanges are big insurance com­ 
panies in which every member of so­ 
ciety is a member and the speculators 
are the managers. They assume great 
risks, and their position requires abil­ 
ity, and therefore society must pay 
them highly. 
Although there is un­ 
doubtedly evil in dishonest manipula­ 
tion, It is more than overbalanced by 
the good which speculation brings to 
society In the form of this insurance. 
“In obtaining advance information 
as to the condition of crops and the 
political 
conditions, 
the speculators 
are able to keep prices firm and to pre­ 
vent sudden fluctuations and thereby 
are insuring society against a sudden 
drop or swift changes.”
